Bin that is not 
what surprises me: it is to find 
—that you are right.” 

In offering this series M lec¬ 
ture sermons to the community 
on "Voices of the Spiritual Dem¬ 
ocracy,” illustrated by notable 
pieces of modern literature, Air.

FARM BUREAU PLAN 

ATTRACTING SUPPORT 

Organization is Effected to Se¬ 
cure Services of Expert 
Counsellors 

Organization of a temporary j 
Farm Bureau for Los Angeles 
County was effected at a meet¬ 
ing held recently in the assem¬ 
bly room of the U.S.C. College of 
Law. The meeting was called by 
the County Counsel of Defence, 
acting through its chairman, 
Gavin W. Craig. 

This Farm Bureau organiza¬ 
tion is intended as a basis for 
the County Farm Advisor work 
as provided by a special act of 
congress. A resolution endors¬ 
ing the plan to secure a county 
Hum advisor mid five associates 
for Los Angeles county was 
unanimously adopted. 

Temporary officers were elec¬ 
ted as follows: 

President, P. F. Coggswell of 
El Monte; 1st V. P., Volney H. 
Craig of Sim Fernando; 2nd V. 
P., C. A. Griffith of Azusa; Sec- i 
retary, W. S. Rosecrans of Gar-1 
dena; Treasurer, R. R. McNees 
of Whittier. 

The County Council of De¬ 
fence was asked by resolution to 
appoint local committees all over 
the county to take the first steps 
toward the formation of local 
centers and to secure member¬ 
ship for a permanent farm bur¬ 
eau to carry on the work. The 
following were appointed for Si¬ 
erra Madre, Monrovia, Duarte, 
Lamanda Park etc: N. W. 
Hamilton of Pasadena, Chair¬ 
man; Walter Allen of Lamanda 
Park, J. H. Shrode of Monrovia, 
Lafayette Porter of Altadena, 
and W. W. Bacon of Duarte. 

District Committee 

The total expense to Los An¬ 
geles county yearly for the serv¬ 
ice of the Fam Advisor and his 
five assistants will be but $7000. 
The balance of tneir salaries and 
expense being paid through the 
provisions of the federal law. It 
is apparent that the advice of 
expert horticulturists and agri¬ 
culturists will be of incalculable 
value to the fanners through¬ 
out the county. The movement 
is reported as receiving enthus¬ 
iastic endorsement in all parts 
of the county where it has been 
presented.

•uid Mr. Taft went on: ‘As a

an expression, at this time, of 
the opinion of this body of;

document.’ 

“Cheers greeted this declara¬ 
tion. 

“ ‘Are we in favor of winning i 
the war or are we not?’ he went;

“From all over the house came' 
shouts of ‘Yes.’ ” 

Mr. Taft then presented the 
following resolution which was 
adopted by a vote of 236 to 6: 

“That it is the opinion of this 
Unitarian conference that this 
war must be carried to a success-; 
ful issue to stamp out militar- 1 
ism in this world and that this 
Unitarian body approves the 
measures of President Wilson J 
and Congress, restrictive as they ; 
may be, and that this resolution j 
be sent to President Wilson and 
to the governor general and j 
premier of Canada as expressive 
of the sentiment of this body.”

SOLVING THE IDLE LAND PROBLEM 

California has about 28,000,000 acres of land suitable 
for cultivation. Of this land 16,000,000 acres are withheld 
from use, largely by people holding it for speculative pur¬ 
poses. More than half the tillable land in Los Angeles 
county is similarly idle. After a while economic pressure 
will force the rest of the human race to pay fancy prices 
for that land—or go without the food which can be raised 
on it. The owners do nothing to cause that increase in val¬ 
ue. Therein is the answer to the food question and the 
war revenue question- put a tax penalty on idle hind that 
will force it into productive use. 

The ratio of idle to usefully employed land holds good 
in Sierra Madre. But Sierra Madre has gone a long way 
toward solving the land question—with a resolution that it 
is better to plow under the weeds on vacant lots rather than 
burn them. At any rate, when Yve have a land tax that 
forces that idle land into cultivation, the fertilizing value of 
the weeds will have been saved.

FORTUNES WASTED IN SCHOOL BONDS 

That fortunes in taxpayers’ money are being frittered 
away as interest on school bonds issued needlessly, or on 
ill-conceived plans, is the argument made in the latest num¬ 
ber ol the California Taxpayers’ Journal. The argument is 
backed by an enlightening and intensely interesting arrqy 
of facts and figures. 

“It is vastly important,” says the Journal, “that we 
comply with the evolving educational requirements of our 
advancing age. But it is of like importance that in provid¬ 
ing money for improvements and new construction we ad¬ 
here to sound economic principles. It falls not short of 


folly for our schools to teach thrift and efficiency while 
housed, as so many of them are, in buildings so wastefully 
financed as to stand as monuments to public profligacy and 
unwisdom.” e 

As the result of a thorough analysis of the subject of 
school bonds, the Journal, speaking foi the Taxpayers’ As¬ 
sociation of California, offers as its major recommendation 
that schools be constructed out of the proceeds of tax 
levies rather than from the proceeds of bond issues. The 
text of the article makes if. apparent, by ample citations 
of figures, that building by taxation is far the less burden¬ 
some and infinitely the more economical method.
